prophetic, The past, the present, and 
the future of the ,.id English part of 
Quebec, the home in tills province of 
the United Empire Loyalists were 
touched upon very eloquently, 

Dr. Colby. Professor of History, un- 
able to attend in person, sent a sug- 
gestive letter of regret, which was read 
M his reply to tho tonal, "McOIll and 
the Eastern Townships," proposed by 
N. Jenks, the president. 
The toast to the "Eastern Town- 
snip IVs.1" propped by t\ T. ought- 
red, was responded to by John Hayes, 
H.v.. M.D., 'no, tiki speaker ioidl 
with lurid colors, the part thai thei 
Eastern Townships played in the ex- 
peditions of Arnold. Amherst and 
Montgomery, and to the Influx Into 
that district of U. E. Loyalims who 
"came to live under the British line 
rallier than exist under any new found 
l>a liner." Those pioneers had as the'r 
chief slock In trade— tho plow and the 
axe, with these, they cleared tint forest 
and "made the world other." 

Though restricted in resources and 
handicapped by limited communica- 
tion with each other, the desire for an' 
education ami a place of religious I 
worship early found an expression in 
their lives. 

In 1 SO I the lloyal institution for| 
the Advancement of Learning report- 

ed that the E. T, had made a definite 
stand in education. The llrst L'niver-J 
elly Bishop, was established in Len« 
noxvllle early in the century. 
St Francis College, at itlchmond, 

was established in 1SD5. 

To-day, in that district, there are 
54,000 pupils attending 1,000 school?, 
which are worth eight million dollars. 

In 1829 tlie population of this B ec- 
tion was 300,000; to-day Its inhabi- 
tants number over ::.'.o,oou, with abun- 
dant room, as Lord Ayltner prophesied 
years ago, for 600,000. 

In closing. Dr. Haves united lb 1 
medical men to consider the idea of 
urging people to seek health in these 
quiet, peaceful and healthful districts 
of upland, river and dale, rallier than 
in the medicine bottle.

It 
was pointed out that should the Coun- 
cil let the matter drop and permit Mr. 
Hughes to run, that, In the view of his 
election, the matter of his having been 
unconstitutionally nominated would 
ho brought up. 

When Mr. Hughes was called upon 
to stale his side of the case, he Urged 
that the matter Of having to pay this 
universal fee had never crossed his 
mind until the President iiad drawn his 
attention on Wednesday last to the 
fact that his nomination was irregular 
in i his respect. 

Tho President, supported by several 
of the Councillors, stated that as an 
executive body the Council had no 
power to vary in any respect, the Con- 
stitution. 

After considerable discussion and 
questioning, Mr. Huberts moved that 
the nomination of Mr. Hughes he ac- 
cepted, since it was understood that 
tho trouble had arisen from the fact 
that the matter had been overlooked. 
It wa.s then pointed out by several 
present that such procedure would 
mean the establishment of a dangvr 
ous precedent, in face of this, Mr, 
llobcrts withdnw his original motion, 
and moved that the election of the 
President be postponed until . March 
:7th, and tint the nominations be 
closed on March 7th. The resolution 
was seconded by Mr. C s. McKenzle. 
The motion carrie d, the vote standing 
as foltows: in favor, Wilkes. Roberts, 
McKenzle, Lee and Bealty; against, 
Eyles, Howard and Hall. 

The noinliui tions of Messrs. Mathew- 
son and Henry will not In any way be 
interfered with mi account or this 
change in dale. 

A motion was carried to the of- 
fert thai the Council placed itself on 
record ns being much Indebted to the 
officials of the M. A. A. A. and the 
Vic's Armoury for their courtesies ex- 
tended on the occasion of the recent 
intercollegiate Assault-ut -Arms.

Dr. .Worsen Would Have 
Separate Education — Can- 
adian Sellout System Ols. 
cussed. 



"I wish to raise a rather provoca- 
tive discussion this morning on the 
question of co-education from the 
po.nt» Of view or the strategy of edu- 
cation, lu Canada we call ourselves 
a new country, of all the countries 
i know wo can stand rude trutiii and 
free discussion, said Prof. J. L. Mor- 
soii, of Queen's University, Friday, 
at the second day's conference of the 
city of Ottawa Teachers' Association 
at the Normal School. 

"I know where I um walking is dan- 
gerous. I was educated in. Scotland 
where the system Is singularly like 
yours. I accept the fact that the 
schools of Canada will remain co-edu- 
catlonal. We must remember, how- 
ever, that there are certain flaws in 
the CO-edUCAtlonnI system. The home 
Influence has much to do with these 
Haws. 

"I Canada you are taking a ncroic 
stand In co-education, but you are per- 
mitting the picture show to vulgarize 
and degrade the children. Wo must 
never be slaves of our inventions. 

"The moving pictures are a great 
instrument for education. No doubt In 
future they will improve and give the 
children some real delight In .seeing 
the pictures. I ask you to demand 
from those running these shows cither 
the elimination of these vulgarities or 
1 lie exclusion of children under lifteen 
years of age. We musi not tamper 
with the child's Imagination. 

AJIOUME.VT FOH SEPAlMTION. 

"Is the college to be co-educatlonal? 
My argument tends almost wholly in 
(he direction of separation on a com- 
promising basis. I testify to the ad- 
mirable code <>r honor botweeen those 
engaged In CO-'educatlon.

FAST HOCKEY MATCH WAS PLAYED 
BETWEEN E NGLISH AND S COTCH POETS 

Article In Newspaper At Northgate Gives Details of Game in Time of Chaucer 



MATCH WAS PLAYED ON CHAUCER POND 



In Fast Overtime Battle Burns' Scotchmen Defeated the Englishmen by 7 to 6 — King James IV 

Refereed a Rough Battle 



(Published exclusively by the Daily at advertising rales.) • 

Although it has been generally admitted that hockey is a practically new game, it now develops that 
this famous game, was also played by scribes of the thirteenth century. It. has not yet been established 
whether the game was played before this time, but there is ample proof llial it existed in the thirteenth 
century by the discovery of a certain article in a newspaper in Northgate, which gives the detailed ac- 
count of a game played between English and Scotch authors living in about the thirteenth century. 

This description is in itself interesting, and for this reason chiefly, the "Daily" has obtained the ex- 
elusive rights of printing this memorable hockey story. 

The game, it appears from this article, was played by famous scribes. It can, however, be stated 
right here, that there were neither sheets of artificial ice, nor any closed arenas with frozen ice, and in 
consequence ponds were used. These ponds were usually seen behind the cottages of the great, scribes 
and statesmen. In the winter these ponds of water froze because of the cold weather, and a* a result 
hockey games were made possible. 

To return to the hockey match, this game was played ou a certain poet's pond, known as Geoffrey 
Chaucer's Pond. That is to say the pond which was behind Chaucer's stately mansion was used. An- 
other interesting feature of these thirteenth century hockey matches was the fact that the rules called 
for six-man hockey. It is therefore no surprise to see that six-man hockey lia« come into its own again, 
and the professionals of the N.H.A. are playing in the same style as our ancestors of old. 

The penalty system of the N.H.A, however, was not used in those days, as the players who were en- 
gaged in these conflicts did not have the necessary money to pay for their fines. The old system was 
therefore used, and it came into good account, according to the report of this hockey match. It appears 
from this article that, the fame between the English and Scotch scribes was very rough, even rougher 
than a game thai was played u week ago. 

The puck, it slates, was not quite as big as that of to-day, and at. limes, because of the insufficient 
supply of rubber or the high cost of living, tin cans were used. Fortunately for our literature, however, 
the article distinctly says that the puek used in this contest was made of pure Indian rubber. 

The hockey slicks or the "hooks," ns they were called in those days were always made of oak wood, 
as the players could not afford to purchase more than one hockey stick during their entire hockey 
careers. 

How a modem goalkeeper would wish thai he had lived in those days ami had been a scribe! The 
nets were made on an altogether different system from the beautifully shaped affairs seen in the rinks 
to-day. Indeed, the writer of this article has not the faintest idea why they were called nets and not 
"stoppers." The article says that boards of oak were set up at both ends of the pond or rink, and in 
order to score a goal, a player who has signified his intention of scoring, is forced to shoot the puck or 
rubber or disk, through this board. When tin-cans were used as disks, walls of cement were put up in- 
stead. 

As we can readily see by this, no goal umpires were required as a hole had to be made in this board 
before a goal would count. It would be a very wise plan lo-day if our intercollegiate hockey players and 
our N.H.A. professionals would adopt this new style of goals. It would do away with all unnecessary 
"kicking" and there could never be any arguments as to whether a puck had made a hole in the board or 
not. 

Our readers will be somewhat surprised, no doubt, when they hear that, no less than seven of the. 
Scotchmen were successful in notching holes in the board, while only six Englishmen were capable of 
accomplishing this wonderful feat. Hut in order that they might do this, the game was forced to go over- 
time, as at the end of sixty minutes of continuous play the score was tied at six all. 

Geoffrey Chaucer, who captained the losing Englishmen had a very formidable outfit of players. 
Their nickname was usually the "DookisLs," owing to their fickle nature of reading books while engaged 
in a haughty conflict. The goalkeeper of the English team refused to go on the ice with his hockey stick 
and pads, unless he was allowed to read a book during the spare moments of the contest. 

The Scotchmen who were returned the victors in this memorable contest were a scrappy organiza- 
tion, and were led by no less a personage than Johnny Burns. 

The game was attended by a crowd of about one hundred and fifty people, the majority of whom 
were bootblacks, footmen, cooks and other servants in the employ of the contestants. 

The referee, King .lames IV, was chosen for the sole reason that he knew absolutely nothing about 
the rules of hockey. The two teams thought James would be neutral, but as we shall see later, such was 
not the case. For when the score was 5 to i in lavour of the Englishmen at the end of fifty-nine minutes 
of continuous play, the referee said that the timekeeper's watch was not an Ingersoll and there was, 
therefore, twelve more minutes of play left. James, being, in addition to the referee-in-clnef, also the 
King of Scotland, had his way. 

The game started off at two o'clock in the afternoon of January third-both teams attacking in a de- 
termined manner. Occam and Grosseteste worked hard to score for the. Englishmen, but when Grosse- 
teste shot a wicked one a-la-Pitre, the rubber did n 0 t stop until it touched Henryson's nose, with the re- 
sult that blood (lowed in rapid streams. As Chaucer knew a little of medical science he fixed up his op- 
ponents's injured member, so that Henryson was able to continue tht> game. 

The game then continued. It really had hardly started when Geoffrey Chaucer dashed up the ice. 
passed Douglas and Dunbar and shot a hefty one at Henryson. The shot made a hole in the board and 
the Englishmen were one up. 

This score put new life into the hearLs of the English "Bookisls," and they immediately scored two 
more goals, when Hob Baron and Occam cleaved holps in the board. 

With the game practically on ice, the English players slackened up in their attack. Johnny Lydgate 
was so certain of victory that he seized a copy of Chaucer's famous Troilus and Cressida and began 
reading it as fast as he could, completely forgetting his board or goals. 

The Scotchmen, however, were not In be denied and although the score stood 3 to 6 against them, 
Johnny Burns rallied them by reciting a few lines from ohe of his famous poems. This potion seemed to 
'have immediate effect, for Lindsay. Douglas. Dunbar, and Burns scored four goals in quick succession, 
before Lydgate had even thought of stopping the perusal of his book. 

The English players then awoke from their peaceful slumber and scored three more goals. With 
the timekeeper saying that there was only one more minute of actual play left, and the score standing 6 
t« i in favour of the Englishmen. James made his famous exclamation, which is quoted even to-day. 

"If it is not an Ingersoll, it is not a watch." 

"James said that there was twelve more minutes of play left according to his timepiece, or Ingersoll, 
and during this .time, the wily Scotchmen put themselves on even terms with the vain-glorious English 
Hookists. 

James then ordered that an extra period be played, the team scoring the first goal to be declared 
the winners. 

In the extra round, Grosseteste, engaged in a fistic battle with Johnny Barbour, and for this action 
both players were promptly banished from the scene 0 f the game for a period of fifteen minutes. 

While Johnny Barbour was skating off the pond, or rink, he lifted his stick and banged it on the ice 
in a determined manner. The net result was that Barbour's stick broke a hole in the pond, big enough to 
drown a player. This, of course, necessitated another delay. 

Finally, the janitor of Chaucer's mansion, who was also an interested spectator of the battle, brought 
eome water from a nearby well and when this froze j n the short time of two hours the game, was 
promptly resumed. 

Twice Geoffrey dashed down the ire, only to be poked in the ribs by Dave Lindsay, the moment he 
was going to cleave another hole in the board defended by Henryson. For this the referee demanded 
an immediate apology. Lindsay hesitated, but hearing that Chaucer was a great poet and must be re- 
garded in high esteem by some of the players including himself, Dave thought it best to apologize for hia 
unmanly action. Dave's apology is as follows: "Mon. ['m dead sorry I poked you in the ribs, but I 
couldn't bear to think of how you'd a boasted if you'd a scored." 

This apology was accepted as final by the referee, and the affair was considered settled. 

When the game finally began again. James saw that Occam was taking as much exercise as possible 
Jn order to be in the best of condition when he was called upon to shoot at the board. James soon made 
up his mind as to his course of action. As soon as he saw Occam receive the puck, he stuck his fingers 
In his mouth and whistled. His reason for doing this, he slated, was that he thought it time for dinner, 
and also for a short nap. 

Both teams skated off the pond and retired to Chaucer's salle-a-manger. Poor Geoffrey looked 
on in an unpleasant mood, as he saw the hungry scribes and officials devour his food, which had cost so 
much in those days. 

After two hours had been spent in partaking of Chaucer's genial hospitality, James finally ordered 
the players to return to the ice. 

Barbour and Grosseteste now returned to the fray. The game continued as before both teams taking 
turns at attempting to score. In vain, however, until the brave Burns suddenly hooked the disk away 
from Chaucer, as the latter was about to shoot at the board. Burns skated down the ice at the rate of 
Jnree and a half miles an hour, easily eluded the entire English defence, including Chaucer, and shooting

No wonder the English university 
tradition to the effect Hint there must 
be no professional coaching of the 
Oxfor dand Cambridge University 
eights Is occasionally violated In be- 
half of the coxswains. English coaches 
of the llrst order are frank to admit 
that, nil other things being nearly 
equal, the annual Pulney-Mortlake 
Btrugglc Is largely a "coxswain's race." 

There Is no hesitation In applying 
to the otherwise despised waterman 
when the university coxswain wants 
to learn something about the river. 



An old Cambridge onrsmnn has now 
come out with tho statement that 
Cambridge—Incidentally boated in the 
American fashion, nnd not sitting 
'staggered" as the Australians have 
so aptly termed it— lost last year's 
race, through choosing the Surrey sta- 
tion, the toss having been won by tho 
Cftntaba for the llrst time in many 
years. 

Tho old timer maintains— and with 
tho facts close at his heels — that ev- 
ery winnpr not clear at tho finish had 
the Middlesex station. Tn 1877 Cam- 
bridge, rowing the Surrey course, made 
a dead heal of tho race, but In that 
particular event one of the Oxford 
oars wns disabled, and the Dark Bluo 
was 1 only a s"ven-oarod crow from 
Barnes Hrldge to the finish. 

To Hammersmith Ilrldgn tho shells 
cover about the same distance, and 
the only advantage In station Is due 
to whatever wind thern may be. Hut 
after passing the bridge the boat on 
the Surrey station obtains a conslder- 
»Wi' advantage In Oornoy Beach, 
which, all other things being equal, 
may run ns high as a length and a 
half. The advantage switches quick- 
ly onco Hames Hrldge Is passed, and 



a steamy one. made another hole in the board. Of course, this was all that, was needed and the Scotch- 
men won. 

After (lie game. the Scotch learn had a fight among themselves in the dressing-room. .lohnny Har- 
bour claimed that lie was the roughest man on the ice and, therefore, the most useful, while Lindsay said 
that he had poked Chaucer's ribs and for this daring feat alone, he should bo honoured. "The temerity 
of some gentlemen," said Hums, "is astounding.". Why do you, bunch of amateur hockey players, tight 
for the position of honour when all the newspapers are even now giving me all the credit for this victory.

earned advantage at whut is often 
the most Important stage, of the race. 
This advantage, It is estimated, aver- 
ages about a length. 

Hut this unearned length is picked 
up in the last half mile of the race, 
at a moment when the mental strain 
upon the oarsmen Is greatest, espe- 
cially as English crews are taught to 
"row themselves out all the. way," 
and at this point are practicality go- 
ing it "blind." 

The argument of the old Cambridge 
man is that a length (unearned) In 
the last lia if mllo Is well worth two 
lengths (gained without extra expen- 
diture of energy) early In the race. 
The Haw In this argument Is, that, 
unlike the Poughkeepsle regatta, th.! 
Putney-Mortlako affair Is a two-crew 
race, and that In such a match tho 
Kngllsh system is to "row the other 
chap out of the boat" from the start 
The advantage of one sldo or another 
must be well known to coaches and 
oarsmen alike, and must be allowed 
for. 

Ijist year Cambridge won the toss 
and chose, the Surrey station, and It Is 
difficult to believe that those In charge 
of tho Light Blue eight, not forgetting 
the open-minded and c.levor Capt. 
Olbbnn, overlooked any advantage tn 
the courses. II Is more reasonable 
to believe, Ithlnk. that the crew did 
not make the most of Its early advan- 
tage. It will be interesting to note 
the choice of stations this year. Should 
Cambridge again win the toss and 
again choose the Surrey station, there 
must bo method in an apparent mad- 
ness to the Bournes and Harcourt 
Oold, who are In charge of tho Dark 
Blue eight. 

It takes more than mere material 
and coaching sometimes to beat an Ox- 
ford crew loaded down with Etonians, 
and it may bo that Cambridge Is 1 
bit mom river-wise ti m Its antagon- 
ist. 

From what little It lias been my pri- 
vilege to see of Oxford nnd Cam- 
bridge rowing, It seems to me that tho 
Dark Blue Is a great polisher of ready 
made oarsmen, while for innovation 
nnd real progress one must look to 
the oarsmen of the Cam, not a few 
of whom come from the colonies and 
apparently can bo taught to row oven 
though much given to tho dry land 
sports of Rugby and Harrow. 

Certainly. If I were studying English 
rowing with a view to borrowing from 
it for American application, I should 
haunt Cookham. where the bulk of 
the coaching of the Cambridge eight 
is done, rather than Henley, where 
Dr. Bourne, begins the process of 
turning over the Oxford eight to the 
tender mercies of Harcourt Oold. Had 
tho Yale men spent more time watch- 
ing Cambridge than they did follow- 
ing up the Dark Blues the Imported 
system might have had a longer life 
nt New* Haven.

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MATERIALISM 

Tlic modern world is mainly occupied with getting things — 
quicker communication and more of it ; more and better food, long- 
er and more active life and so on. These things arc nearly all good 
and desirable, but as means, not as ends. The main cansc of the ma- 
terialism which the philosophers of the future will certainly attribute 
to this age lies in the fact that wc arc making ends of them. 

"Where there is no vision," said Isaiah, "the people perish." 

Vision is the foreseeing of a fulfilment. It .is digging a cellar 
and seeing the house that is to rise above it. It is getting the iron 
ore out of the earth and seeing the locomotive. It is writing the first 
lines of a poem and hearing the last singing in your ear. It is link- 
ing up what one does, day by clay, with the final results of that ac- 
complishment and the accomplishments of a million other men, for 
that day and that decade, and for all coming years. 

This joy of wisdom is precisely the one thing that the world is 
denying itself. It has specialized, subdivided, rendered minutely 
efficient until all men see is the next turn of the hand and until their 
work is hateful to them. A man in a factory makes the hundredth 
part of a shoe. He has no pride in the completed shoe. A man 
in business takes a commodity from one man and conveys it to an- 
other: he has an eye to his profit; he may do his service well, but 
he has no notion of himself as he actually is, as part of the world- 
wide economic apparatus, l ie does not think of himself as engag- 
ed in feeding, clothing and caring for others; he thinks of himself 
as making money and "turning over" his investments. 

The world's machinery works, after a fashion, under this con- 
ception. It works as any machine works. But it is no more than a 
mistake. It has no general conciousness. The cogs fit because other- 
wise the wheels cannot turn, but, there is nothing more than a purely 
physical co-operation. The modern world goes on blindly, and, 
therefore, for any ultimate purpose, inefficiently. 

Materialism is a word of many loose meanings. But it certain- 
ly signifies this crass disregard of the meanings of things. It is the 
aptcst word for a view of life which ends with one's own nose. The 
antidote for it is a little word — Why ? What is the use of eating, 
drinking and living and giving away to others who will do the same, 
if that, here and on this common earth, is all? If this hurry and labor 
buys us only eating and drinking wc might as well be cave men. 
They worked less hard than wc. Its only excuse is that it buys us, 
not something spiritual, a closer sense of unity with other men, a 
keener perception of what such unity means, a plainer realization of 
a destiny for human kind. We arc all like men who have been lift- 
ing at a rail in the dark, ignoring c ach other's presence. Wc need 
light to show us where to put it and how to help each other.

Paper on "Pulp and Newspaper 
Manufacture" 



A very interesting and instructive 
paper was read bofore tho 'Canadian 
Society of Civil Engineers last even- 
ing, on the power consumption In the 
manufacture of newspaper, and In the 
production of tho fibre for tho making 
of the paper, by Mr. J. Stadler, of the 
Shawinnlgan Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany. 

That Canada may be classified as 
a paper making country mav be seen 
from the fact that 1,072.000 tons of 

pulp, having a value of jC2,73G,oon and 
18.24(1,000 tons of newspaper, having a 

value of $18,240,1100, are produced an- 
nually. 

The production of this requires n 
daily output. of 237,100 horse power. 

In Canada no newspaper mills have 
been built closo to the paint or con- 
sumption, but are, so to speak, buried 
In the commercial world. 

Possibly this is partially responsible 
for the fact that more modern auto 
matic machines hove not been devol 
optMl with a view to saving i>ower and 
labor. It Is only within tho last few 
years that any material advancement 
has been made hero in Canada, along 
these lines, and this Is principally due 
to the fact that European machine 
manuRiotnrern have been coming into 
the field and making compétition more 
keen. 

. In conclusion Mr. Stadler strongly 
recommended that engineers in design- 
ing pulp mills, discontinue the idea of 
keeping tho llrst cost down to such a 
low figure, and give more attention 
to the construction and Installation of 
machinery, which will operate auto 
matically and more economically. 

A very Interesting discussion fol- 
lowed the paper, and n very hearty 
vote of thanks was tendered to Mr. 
Stadler for having delivered so valu- 
able a paper on a subject about which 
so little is generally known
